In th e proposition of th e North ern 
Mill Co. to locate h ere arid build a 
line of road to connect with th eir road 
now in operation above Gull Lake, 
and to establish th e repair sh ops of 
th is road in Brainerd. all for a bonus 
of $ 100,000, is Brainerd’s great op­ 
portunity to take a great stride for­ 
ward towards th e place among Min­ 
nesota cities th at h er great natural 
advantages entitle h er to. 
T h e Dis­ 


p at c h is earnestly in favor of accept­ 
ing th is offer because we l>elieve it 
will h ave th e effect above described. 
Brainerd is at th e very gateway of 
th e great pine forests of Minnesota, 
with ample jiowcr and booming fa­ 
cilities to easily h andle and manu­ 
facture a large proportion of th e pro­ 
duct of th ese forests into lum ber and 
wares of commerce, and it seems pass­ 
ing strange th at sh e h as not enjoy ed 
a large proportion of th is industry 
for many y ears.

Taking th ese th ings iuto con­ 
sideration it goes with out say ing th at 
Bram erd will in a sh ort time be a 
great dumber m anufacturing town. 
Th ere is also vast quantities of wood 
suitable for m anufacturing into pulp 
tributary to th is city , and negotiations 
are now in progress for securing for 
Brainerd th e largest pulp mill in th e 
state. 
One industry brings anoth er, 
aud as Brainerd is eminently fitted by 
nature for th ese industries to locate 
in, we favor th is proposition to secure 
one as a beginning, if, as we stated 
before, for no oth er reason.

Ih e plan as originally outlined pro­

Brainerd, skirting 
Leech Lake, Red Lake and tapping 
th e upper Red river country . 
But it 
now transpires th at th is is only part 
of th e plan. 
It is proposed to build a 
spur in a north easterly 
direction, 
leaving th e main line at some point 
not far north of Brainerd th at sh all 
tap th e Mesaba range. 
Th is would 
probably take in, via G rand Rapids 
or some point on th e Great Benu of 
th e upper Mississippi, th e wh ole new­ 
ly discovered iron country north ward 
to th e Rainy Lake region and th e in­ 
ternational boundary . 
I t will at once 
be seen th at th is is a vast project 
wh ich means much for Minneapolis. 
It will make th e m anufacture of iron 
h ere not only possible and profitable, 
but almost inevitable. 
Th e wh ole 
range is filling up with m ining camps, 
and th e business of furnish ing th em 
supplies is becoming a great one. 
Th is will all naturally come to th e 
jobbing h ouses of Minneapolis, for 
th e city wh ere th e lum ber and ore is 
marketed must become th e base of 
supplies. 
Th e country wh ich th e 
new road proposes to open is now to­ 
tally with out railroad facilities. 
Its 
•ources, wh ile known to be great, are 
as y et only # dimly realized, and it 
doesn’t take a very active imagination 
to picture th e great volume of trade 
and raw material wh ich will flow into 
Minneapolis in th e near future over 
th is road. 
Brainerd, too, will be a 
large beneficiary , as th e junction 
point of th e two branch es of th e sy s­ 
tem and as th e fitting out place. 
Al­ 
ready it is beginning to feel th e ef­ 
fects of th e deal. 
Th e N orth ern Mill 
Company h as decided to remove its 
saw mill from Gull River to Brainerd, 
to wh ich place th e new road will bring 
th e logs cut on th e Pillsbury tracts. 
Th e Spectator, also of Minneapolis, 
say s: 
Elsewh ere in th is issue of th e Spec­ 
tator are printed th e articles of incor­ 
poration of th e Brainerd and N orth ­ 
ern 
Minnesota Railway Company . 
Th e parties interested are well known 
Minneapolis men as follows; 
Hon. 
J. S. Pillsbury , Hon. Geo. A. Pills- 
bury , A rth ur E. Bardwell, Wm. B. 
Ransom, Jas. E . Glass, Ray W. Jones, 
and « Jas. A. Kellogg. 
T h e'capital 
stock is $ 500,000, and th e road is not 
m erely “on paper” but is a bona fide 
enterprise. 
Already about 25 miles 
of track h ave been built, and 10 or 15 
more will be added with in CO day s. 
Th e road will run north west from 


Brainerd, to th e state line, and will 
pass near Leech Lake, Red Lake and 
oth er im portant points. 
It will tra ­ 
verse a nch timber, mineral and agri­ 
cultural region, and form an impor­ 
tant outlet for a wealth of products. 
Th e region wh ich it will open is largr - 
ly untcucbed, and forms a vast em­ 
pire as y et but little known, but eu 
dowed with wonderful resources and 
possibilities. 


H on . G. G. H artley say s in refer­ 
ence to th e Gth district congressional 
cam paign:

In the proposition of the Northern 
Mill Co. to locate bere and build a 
line of road to connect with their road 
now in operation alnjve Gull Lake, 
and to establish the repair shojis of 
this road in Brainerd, all for a bonus 
of $100,000, is Brainerd’* great oj> 
portunity to take a great stride for­ 
ward towards the place among Min­ 
nesota cities that her great natural 
advantages entitle her to. The Dis­ 


p a t c h is earnestly in favor of accept­ 
ing this offer because we lielieve it 
will have the effect above described. 
Brainerd is at tho very gateway of 
the great pine foiests of Minnesota, 
with amj>le |rower and booming fa­ 
cilities to easily handlo and manu­ 
facture a large j>roj>ortion of the pro­ 
duct of these forests into lumber and 
wares of commerce, aud it seems jiass- 
iug strange that she has not enjoyed 
a large proportion of this industry 
for many years. 
To manufacture 
large jwrtion of tim vast quantities of 
timber that yearly pass by this city 
should be Braiuerd’s great ambition, 
and we favor this jrroposition because 
we believe this is a large beginning, 
if for no other reason, although there 
are many others. 
We firmly believe 
that this is only a beginning, and in 
a short time other wood manufactur­ 
ing industries will be established 
here. 
Why should not this pine be 
manufactured here instead of being 
floated IOO milles down the river? 
Mill men all concede that our boom­ 
ing priviliges are unsurpassed, and at 
present Brainerd enjoys a freight rate 
on lumber to the markets of the south 
aud wesi as low as any in the 
try. Taking these thiugs into 
sideration it goes without saying that 
Brainerd will in a short time be a 
great dumber manufacturing town. 
There is also vast quantities of wood 
suitable for manufacturing into pulp 
tributary to this city. and negotiations 
are now in progress for securing for 
Brainerd the largest pulp mill in the 
state. One industry brings another, 
and as Brainerd is eminently fitted by 
r.ature for these industries to locate 
in, wo favor this jiroposition to secure 
one as a beginning, if, as we stated 
before, for no other reason. 
But there are many other reason* 
among which we might enumerate 
the following: 
The acceptance of this projxwition 
will restore confidence in our city’s 
future and increase the value of all 
real property in county 50 per cent. 
It Alii reduce taxation by increas­ 
ing the assessed valuation. 
It will reduce taxation by prevent­ 
ing the organization of Casa county, 
and consequently the loss of the reve­ 
nue derived therefrom. 
It will increase our jx>pulation aud 
make a better market for the produce 
of the Crow Wing county farmers. 
It will bring in new settlers to su r­ 
lily the increased market and thus 
help to settle up the county. 
These are a few of the many bene­ 
fits that Brainerd and Crow Wing 
county will secure almost immedi­ 
ately from the acceptance of this pro- 
j)Osition. 
As to the benefits that will 
probably result at no distant day 
from the building of this railroad we 
will express no opinion of our own, 
but offer the following prediction 
taken from the Minneapolis Journal 
and Spectator. 
The Journal says: 
The air is full of railroad projects 
now. but there is none that seems to 
premise so well for Minneapolis as 
the Brainerd <5c Northern Minnesota 
project outlined in the Journal a day 
or two since. 
But the whole of the 
story was not told then. 
The project 
is larger than then appeared, and if 
the heavy men back of it succeed in 
carrying out their ideas not only the 
lumber but the iron ore of the vast 
undeveloped regions to the north will 
be brought direct to Minneapolis. 
The plan as originally outlined pro­ 
vided for the building of aline north­ 
westward 
from Brainerd, skirting 
Leech Lake. Red Lake and tapping 
the tippier Red river country. 
But it 
now transpires that this is only part 
of the plan. 
It is proposed to build a 
spur in a northeasterly direction, 
leaving the main line at some jx)int 
not far north of Brainerd that shall 
tap the Mesaba range. 
This would 
j>robably take in, via Grand Rapids 
or some point on the Great Bend of 
the upj)er Mississippi, the whole new­ 
ly discovered iron country northward 
to the Rainy Lake region and the in­ 
ternational boundary. It will at once 
be seen that this is a vast project 
which means much for Minneapolis. 
It will make the manufacture of iron 
here not only jxissible and profitable, 
but almost inevitable. 
The whole 
range is filling up with mining camps, 
and the business of furnishing them 
supplies is becoming a great one. 
This will all naturally come to the 
jobbing houses of Minneapolis, for 
the city where the lumber and ore is 
marketed must become the base of 
supplies. 
The country which the 
new road proposes to open is now to­ 
tally without railroad facilities. 
Its 
sources, while known to be great, are 
as yet only * dimly realized, and it 
doesn’t take a very active imagination 
to picture the great volume of trade 
and raw material which will flow into 
Minneapolis in the near future over 
this road. 
Brainerd, too, will be a 
large beneficiary, as the junction 
jioint of the two branches of the sys­ 
tem and as the fitting out place. Al­ 
ready it is beginning to feel the ef­ 
fects of the deal. The Northern Mill 
Company has decided to remove its 
saw mill from Gull River to Brainerd, 
to which place the new road will bring 
the logs cut on the Pillsbury tracts. 
The Spectator, also of Minneapolis, 
says: 
Elsewhere in this issue of tho Sj)ec- 
tator are printed the articles of incor- 
jjoratiou of the Brainerd and North­ 
ern 
Minnesota Railway Company. 
The parties interested are well known 
Minneapolis men as follows: Hon. 
J. S. Pillsbury, Hon. Geo. A. Pilla- 
bury. Arthur E. Bardwell, Wm. B. 
Ransom, Jus. E. Glass, Ray W. Jones, 
and J as. A. Kellogg. 
The' capital 
stock is £500,000, and tho road is not 
merely “on paper” but is a bena fide 
enterprise. Already atx>ut 25 miles 
of track have been built, and IO or 15 
more will be added within GO days. 
Tho road will run northwest from 


Brainerd, to the state line, and will 
pass near Leech Lake, Red Lake and 
other important points. 
It will tra 
verse a rich timber, mineral and agri­ 
cultural region, and form an impor­ 
tant outlet for a wealth of products. 
The region which it will oj>en is larg- - 
ly untouched, and forms a vast em­ 
pire as yet but little known, but en 
dowed with wonderful resources and 
possibilities.

What are the people of this 
district guilty of that they should 
have such a small sized alleged states­ 
man as Kittel Halverson continuously 
thrust before them. 
Halverson will 
have to travel.

The Northern Mill company ia to 
build a logging railroad in a north­ 
westerly direction leaving the North­ 
ern Pacific roadway at Brainerd.

Tha State Historical 
Society was 
enriched recently by 
an image 
of 
pottery supposed to be an idol of 
•om s prehiestoric race, probably the 
•n >und builders, says the Topeka 
Capital. 
The idol 
was found near 
Aron, 
Independence County, Ark., 
and was dug from a mound by relic 
hunters 
along with a 
numoer of 
decayed human bones, copper arrow 
Leads and broken domestic utensils. 
it is the property of G. VV. 
Hume, 
of Strasburg, Mo. The idol is seven 
inches in height by live inches in 
diameter. 
It is rudey constructed, 
having evidently been formed by hand, 
or at best very crude tools, 
from 
common clay, and afterward hardened 
by being dried in the sun. 
The idol represents a Human figure 
in a kneeling posture, the arms ex­ 
tending at the side. The features are 
rudely formed, yet, notwithstanding 
this, are not altogether 
repulsive, 
the nose being gracefully aquiline and 
the lips well formed.

“ It ma y he of interest to some to 
hea r tha t a fresh a ttem pt ha s been 
ma de to revive the Greek a rt of gold 
a nd ivory sculpture. 
An experiment 
ha s been ma de by a well-known Berlin 
sculptor to work out the hints of 
a ncient writers on a hea d, which, if 
not entirely sa tisfa ctory in its whole 
effect, 
is a t lea st interesting. 
He 
sta rts by recognizing tha t this tech­ 
nique is a pplica ble only to religious or 
idea l a rt, a nd the hea d he ha s crea ted 
a ims a t being the la tter. 
“ Unfortunately, it strikes one as 
such only in the sense th a t it is not 
a direct p o rtrait, but whether or not 
po rtraiture is a fitting subject for 
such materials, or whether there is a t 
present any other sphere more suit­ 
able is doubtful. 
As to the techniq ue, 
the whole flesh is of ivory cut into 
thin plates, with the 
g rain, 
not 
ag ainst it. Of these plates there are 
thirty-four covering the whole ileeii 
surface. They are eig ht millimetres 
thi' V, except in the case of the nose, 
w ltich is one solid piece, as other who 
the nostrils would be unmanag eable, 
the same being the case with the ears. 
“The m ost im portant point, how­ 
ever, is the m ethod by which the 
plates are fastened to each other and 
to a wooden block, which is solid,and 
carved to correspond exactly with the 
inner surface of the 
ivory. 
Small 
steel pins join each plate, the ivory 
being bored to receive them. This 
method of clamping is also used to se­ 
cure the plates to the wood. Glue, he 
thinks, would not be strong or deli­ 
cate enoug h for such work; while a t 
the sam e time by the former method 
there is less wood. 
“The whole bust is of wood, th e h air 
and drapery being overlaid with thick 
g old leaf, which certainly g ives a fine 
effect, especially as reg ards the hair. 
The eyes are of onyx, the pupils being 
painted. The eyelashes are painted 
as well as the eyebrows, and a little 
hair by the ear. 
“The effect of the last is very bad, 
as is also th a t of the hard line between 
the g old hair and the flesh, p e rh a js 
unavoidably due to the difficulty of 
joining the two different materials. 
The lips are tinted but not the cheeks. 
“The m ain difference, on the whole, 
between this techniq ue and th a t t r a ­ 
ditionally ascribed to the Greeks lies 
in the following facts: 'Hie g round 
work is solid wood, instead of wood 
overlaid with clay; the means of fast­ 
ening is by dam ps; and the g old is far 
thinner. 
How much of the merit and 
demerit is due to the artist, and how- 
much to the material and the difficul­ 
ty of pure techniq ue, is hard to say. 
“The first impression is one of g reat 
pleasure, which, however seems likely 
to wear off. 
At least the interest of 
the experiment Is undeniable, and the 
com paratively g reat success 
of the 
sculptor, from an artistic point of 
view, encourag ing . 
I mig ht add th a t 
the bust has been boug ht by the E m ­ 
peror, and has a ttracted the interest 
of Dr. Over beck and of Dr. Gurtius 
chief among m any.”—From the Athe 
naum . 
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H o w to D e a l W ith th e T ro u b le s o m e 
P o ta to Rot. 
P ota to rot is one of the m ost diffi­ 
cult disorders with which fa rmers ha ve 
to dea l. 
No wa y of a bsolutely pre­ 
venting its ra va ges ha s y et been dis­ 
covered. 
Do wha t he will, the p o tA to 
grower must expect some 
lo ss, espec­ 
ia lly in sea sons fa vora ble to the de­ 
velopment of the disea se. 
Neverthe­ 
less, there a re some things which ma y 
be done to mitiga te the severity of the 
a tta ck. 
For one thing, good cultiva tion will 
be found of grea t va lue a s a preven­ 
tive mea sure. 
Frequent stirring of 
the soil a nd keeping the weeds.down 
will eua bli tho y oung pla nts to ma ke 
a vigorous growth a nd thus lie better 
prepa red to resist the a tta ck of the 
disea se. The sa me la w governs in 
pla nt a s in a nima l life. A ma n with a 
torpid liver is less a ble to cope with 
the a ssa ultof fevertha n one in perfect 
hea lth, so if the pota to pla nt is en­ 
feebled by the growth of robber weeds 
a nd stifled by encrusta tion of the sur­ 
fa ce soil it is ui ill-condition to meet 
so formida ble a n enemy a s the rot. 
Yet even the thpittiest growth will not 
serve a s a n a bsolute preventive. It is, 
however, of grea t importa nce to se­ 
cure such a grow th a s a mea ns of les- 
selling the da nger. 
When the disea se does a ppea r the 
grower should be prepa red for a n a ct­ 
ive ca mpa ign. 
He must begin to 
spray tlie vines a t once with tho so- 
called 
Bordea ux mixture, a mi the 
work m ust be thoroughly done a nd 
r e la te d as often a s necessa ry up to 
a bout the middle of July. 
q ’he usual prescription for making 
the Bordeaux m ixture is as follows: 
Dissolve six pounds of sulphate of 
copper, blue vitriol, in sixteen g allons 
of water. 
Slake four pounds of fresh 
lime in six g allons of water, and when 
the lime is cold pour it into the 
copper 
solution 
and 
stir 
the 
m ixture 
thoroug hly. 
If 
there 
are bug s on the vines, the addition of 
Paris g reen or Ig mdou purple w ill 
serve to dispose of them a t the same 
t ime. 
Gare should be taken in spraying to 
reach the under as well as the uplier 
sides of the vines and leaves. The 
date of the first application cannot, 
of course, he definitely indicated. The 
appearance of the ro t will depend en­ 
tirely on the thrift of the plants and 
the character of the weather. 
It 
should be watched for carefully, and 
on the first indication of its presence 
the preventive work should beg in. 
From th a t time on the vines will pro­ 
bably need to be sprayed a t intervals 
of about ten days, until the tubers 
are so larg e th a t it is no long er safe to 
apply t he poison. 
It may be th at there would l*e no 
dang er of the absorption of any of it 
by tiie potatoes, but as they are in­ 
tended for human food it is just as 
well to avoid all risk in the m atter. 
If a heavy rain should occur shortly 
after an application of the mixture, it 
should be reapplied immediately, 
a * a 
larg e p art of it w ill l» e w ashed off. and 
it is im po rtant to keep the mixture 
actively at work so long os it is need­ 
ed. 
By these means it is reasonably cer­ 
tain th a t even in bad years a fair 
crop of j» otatoes m ay be secured. 


for ma rket nor for a ny other purpow, 
for if bea ns a re picked from vines tha t 
a re intended for seed the next y ea r's 
supply will be worthless a nd the bea ns 
will run out. All pods not sold ca n be

They ma ke a n 
excellent winter dish a fter they a re 
preserved in ja rs with a wea k brine 
poured over. 
A little clea r wa ter 
poured over them ha lf a n hour before 
needed, will be sufficient to extra ct 
thesa lt, a nd then boil with a piece of 
mea t. They a re a necessa ry a ddition 
to mixed pickles in the fa ll a nd for 
this purpose they must 
be pla nted 
the first of J uly ; If pla nted ea rlier the 
supply wil J be exha usted before the 
dema nd for pickles, for these a re not 
ca lled for until la te a utum n.—A writer 
in Ohio Fa rmer. 


R a ising C o lts b y H a nd. 
Some very fa mous horses ha ve been 
brought up by ha nd on cow’s milk. 
Proba bly the m ost noted of such 
wa s George Wilkes. 
It sometimes be­ 
comes a 
necessity 
to a dopt this 
method of ra ising them owing 
to 
the dea th of the da m. 
By taking a 
foa l from its da m when very yoilug , 
a nd bringing it up by ha nd, th e milk 
of the ma re can be dried a nd she can 
be tra ined for the tra ck the same 
sea son she ra ises a a foal. There is 
often a g reat a dva nta ge in this, p a r­ 
ticula rly in the ca se of very valuable 
ma res. 
A correspondent of an exchang e, 
who has had some experience in this 
business, gives his method as follows: 
“ In the case of a colt only three 
weeks old which it wa*found necessary 
to raise by lmnd. fresh cows milk was 
fed. a t first diluted abo ut one fourth 
with water and 
sweetened a t the 
rate of one tablespoonful of sug ar to 
the q uart of milk.

A y ellow-podded bea n sells more 
ra pidly tha n a green pod, a nd in some 
ma rkets the green pods finds no sa le. 
The busy ma rket ga rdener does not 
wa nt to pla nt la rgely of a ny bea n re­ 
quiring support, nor too ma ny va ­ 
rieties of a ny one kind of vegeta ble. 
After finding out wha t the ma rket 
requires one ca n pla nt the sa me va ri­ 
eties a t interva ls of two weeks a pa rt, 
for a succession. The dwa rf kidney 
wa x ma kes one of the best ta ble sna p 
bea ns; the pods a re white, stringless, 
a ud brittle, a nd on a mellow, gra velly 
or sa ndy soil they will not rust, while 
with us the bla ck seeded va riety rust­ 
ed ba dly , even in a dry sea son, so we 
disca rded them a ltogether a nd ra ise 
only the dwa rf kidney wa x. They 
a re a sma ll, kidney -sha ped bea n with 
two sha des of purple spots on a white 
ground. 
In pla nting but one va riety we sa ve 
our own seed a nd they a re a lwa y s 
pure, never mixing with other kinds; 
but when a ga rdener ra ises his own 
seed, one row should be pla nted ea rly 
a nd left only for seed, no pods picked 


of a m onth only three meals were 
g iven. The little fellow soon beg an to 
eat oats, and was g iven .ill he wanted 
from the sta rt, with a little oil meal 
added. The milk was not diiluted or 
sweetened after the first month.

O y s te r She lls . 
The New York experiment statio n 
has lieen experimenting in feeding oys­ 
ter shells, with the following con lu 
sions: 
“The difference is so g reat th a t no 
other conclusion seems possible than 
th a t the eg g shells were constructed 
from material supplied in larg e purt 
by the oyster shells. 'These liens lo-t 
in weig ht a to tal of five ounces during 
the first period, and a to tal of two 
ounces during the second, a chang e in 
weig ht of little conseq uence and one 
th a t mig ht have occurred at any time 
within a few hours. 
“The feeding of oyster shells during 
the laying season, where they can be 
cheaply obtained, is 
recommended. 
One pound will contain lime enoug h 
for the shells oi a bo ut seven dozen- 
of 
eg g *. Fine g ravel containing limestone 
will probably as well supply the defic 
iency of lime existing in most foods, 
but the use of some sharper g rit with 
it may be of adantag e. 
“Ixing or sharp splinters of g lass or 
dry bone should be avoided. The size 
of particles of g rit had, for bens, bet­ 
ter be larg er than th a t of a kernel of 
wheat and should be smaller than 
th a t of a kernel of corn. An unlimited 
supply of pounded g lass has been a t ­ 
tended with no bad result when the 
food and other g rit available to the 
fowls contained an abundance of lime, 
but when the food was deficient in 
lime and no other g rit was attainable, 
hens ate an injuriously larg e am ount 
of g lass.”

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C o rn D oe s N o t M a k e Bony . 
Even Western prairie farmers are 
beg inning to learn th a t Indian corn i* 
not a well-balanced ration for hog s. 
Corn makes fat—too much of it, in fact 
—but it does not supply eq ually neces­ 
sary elements in the animal structure. 
It does not, for example, furnish suffi­ 
cient bone-macing m aterial. 
In some 
careful experiments made a t the Wis­ 
consin Ag riculture Station this fact 
was plainly shown, and th a t if strong ­ 
er bones were desired the corn m ust 
be supplemented by food containing 
elements of which they are composed. 
It was fount! th a t by feeding bone 
meal, for instance, the streng th of the 
thig h bones could be doubled, mid 
th a t hardw ood ashes nearly doubles 
the streng th of the bones. 
The results of the experiments are 
summed up in the statem ent th a t preg ­ 
nant sows and g rowing pig s should 
not have their diet restricted to corn, 
althoug h th a t g rain is exceeding val­ 
uable as a p a r t of the ration. A variety 
of food should be provided such as 
clover, blue g rass, shorts, peas, o ats 
and skim milk. These furnish ash 
material as well as muscle food, and 
some of them, a t least, should always 
be fed along with 
the corn. The 
complaint of prairie 
farmers th a t 
their hog s are “ too fine in the bone” 
would soon cease if they would sup­ 
ply their hog s with hone-making food.

“ It m ay be of interest to some to 
hear th a t a fresh atte m p t has been 
m ade to revive the Greek a rt of gold 
and ivory sculpture. 
An experiment 
has been made by a well-known Berlin 
sculptor to work out the hints of 
ancient writers on a head, which, if 
not entirely satisfactory in its whole 
effect, 
is a t 
least interesting. 
Ile 
s ta rts by recognizing th a t this tech­ 
nique is applicable only’ to religious or 
ideal art, and the head he has created 
aims a t being the latter. 
“ Unfortunately’, it strikes one as 
such only in the sense th a t it is not 
a direct p ortrait, but whether or not 
po rtra itu re is a fitting subject for 
such m aterials, or whether there is a t 
present any other sphere more suit­ 
able is doubtful. 
As to the technique, 
the whole flesh is of ivory cut into 
thin plates, with the 
grain, 
not 
against it. Of these plates there are 
thirty-four covering tike whole flesh 
surface. They are eight millimetres 
thi' k, except in the case of the nose, 
which is one solid piece, as otherwise 
the nostrils would be unmanageable, 
the same being the case with the ears. 
“The m ost im p o rtan t point, how­ 
ever, is tlie method by which tile 
plates are fastened to each other and 
to a wooden block, which is solid, and 
carved to correspond exactly’ with tho 
inner surface of the 
ivory. 
Small 
steel pins join each plate, the ivory 
being boleti to receive them. This 
method of clamping is also used to se­ 
cure the plates to the wood. 
Glue, he 
thinks, would not be strong or deli­ 
cate enough for such work; while a t 
the same time by’ the former method 
there is less wood. 
“The whole bust is of w ood, the hair 
and drapery being overlaid with thick 
gold leaf, which certainly gives a fine 
effect, etq>eciaily as regards the hair. 
The eyes are of onyx, the pupils being 
painted. The eyelashes are painted 
as well as the eyebrows, and a little 
hair by the ear. 
“The effect of the last is very bad, 
as is also th a t of the hard tine bet ween 
the gold hair a n i tho flesh, perhaps 
unavoidably due to the difficulty of 
joining the two different materials, j 
Thelipa are tinted but not the cheeks. 
“ The main difference, on the whole, 
between this technique and that t r a ­ 
ditionally ascribed to tlie Greeks lies 
in the following facts: 
The ground I 
work is solid wood, instead of wood 
J overlaid with clay; the means of fast- | 
j eniiig is by’ clamps; and the gold is far 
: thinner. 
How much of the 
j demerit is due to the artist 
I much to the m aterial and 
I ty of pure technique, is liar 
“ The first impression is one of great 
pleasure, which, however seems likely 
to wear off. 
At least the interest of 
the experiment is undeniable, and the 
comparatively’ great success 
of the 
sculptor, from an Artistic point of 
view, encouraging. 
I might add th a t 
the bust has been bought by the E m ­ 
peror, and has attracted the interest 
of Dr. Overbeck and of Dr. Curtins 
chief among many’.”—From the Athe­ 
naeum.

H o w t o Deal With th e T ro u b leso m e 
P o ta to Rot. 
P o ta to ro t is one of the m ost diffi­ 
cult disorders with which farmers have 
to deal. No way of absolutely pre­ 
venting its ravages has yet been dis­ 
covered. 
Do what he will, the p o tato 
grower must expect some loss, espec­ 
ially in seasons favorable to the de­ 
velopment o fth e disease. Neverthe­ 
less, there are some things which may 
be done to mitigate the severity ofthe 
attack. 
F o r one thing, good cultivation will 
be found of great value as a preven­ 
tive measure. 
Frequent stirring of 
tho soil and keeping the weeds down 
will e n a b h tho young plants to make 
a vigorous grow’th and thus be better 
prepared to resist the a tta c k of the 
disease. The same law governs in 
plant as in animal life. A m an with a 
torpid liver is less able to cope with 
the nssaultof feverthan one in perfect 
health, so if the p o ta to plant is en­ 
feeble* I byr the growth of robber weeds 
and stifled by encrustation of the sur­ 
face soil it is in ill-condition to meet 
so formidable an enemy as the rot. 
Yet even the thriftiest growth will not 
serve as an absolute preventive. It is, 
however, of great im portance to se­ 
cure such a growth as a means of les­ 
sening the danger. 
When the disease does appear the 
grower should be prepared tor an act­ 
ive campaign. 
He m ust begin to 
spray the vines a t once with tho so­ 
called Bordeaux mixture, 
arni the 
work must be thoroughly done and 
repeated as often as necessary up to 
about the middle of July. 
The usual prescription for making 
the Bordeaux m ixture is as follows:! 
Dissolve six pounds of sulphate of ! given at- the sta rt. 


for market nor for any other purpose, 
for if beans are picked from vines th a t 
are intended for seed the next y ear’s 
supply will be worthless and t he beans 
will run out. All pods not sold can be 
utilized 
in 
different 
ways. 
They 
m ake excellent pickles if throw n into 
salt water, 
scalded, p u t into cans, 
and sarong h o t vinegar poured over 
and the cans sealed. They make an 
excellent winter dish after they are 
preserved in jars with a weak brine 
poured over. 
A little clear water 
poured over them half an hour before 
needed, will be sufficient to extract 
the salt, and then boil with a piece of 
meat. They are a necessary' addition 
to mixed pickles in the fall and for 
this purpose they m ust 
be planted 
the first of July; if planted earlier tho 
supply wil Jbe exhausted before the 
demand for pickles, for these are not 
called for until late autum n.—A writer 
in Ohio Farm er. 


R a isin g C o lts b y H and . 
* * ■ ' 
Some very famous horses ha\’e been 
brought up by hand on cow’s milk. 
Probably the m ost noted of such 
was George Wilkes. It sometimes be­ 
comes a 
necessity 
to ad o p t this 
method of raising them owing to 
the death of the dam. 
By taking a 
foal from its dam when very’ yotfng, 
and bringing it up by hand, the milk 
of the m are can be dried and she can 
be trained for the track the same 
season she raises a a foal. There is 
often a great advantage in this, p a r­ 
ticularly in the case of very valuable 
mares. 
A correspondent of an exchange, 
who has had some experience in this 
business, gives his method as follows: 
“ In the case of a colt only three 
weeks old which it was found necessary 
to raise by baru], fresh cows milk was 
fed, a t first diluted a b o u t one fourth 
with w ater and 
sweetened a t the 
rate of one tablespoonful of sugar to 
the quart of milk. 
“ It was difficult to got the little 
fellow started to drinking; or rat her 
it was started to sucking, for tile 
finger 
was used 
during the first 
month. 
In two or three day s, how­ 
ever, he took milk with a n fish, and 
for the first couple of weeks was fed 
a t 4:80 and IO a. in. and a t 12:30, 3, 
0, and 9 p. rn.; a pint or less being 


copper, blue vitriol, in sixteen gallons 
of water. Blake four pounds of fresh 
lime in six gallons of water, and when 
the lime is cold pour it into the 
copper 
solution 
and 
stir 
the 
m ixture 
thoroughly. 
If 
there 
are hugs on the vines, the addition of 
Paris green or London purple will 
serve to dispose of them a t the same 
t ime. 
Care should be taken iii spraying to 
reach the under as well as the upjier 
sides of the Y’ines and leaves. The 
date of the first application cannot, 
of course, lie definitely indicated. The 
appearance of the ro t will depend en­ 
tirely’ on the thrift of the plants and 
the character of tho weather. 
It 
should Ire watched for carefully, and 
on the first indication of its presence 
the preventive Yvork should begin. 
From th a t time on the vines will pro­ 
bably nerd to be sprayed a t intervals 
of about ten days, until the tubers 
are so large th a t it is no longer safe to 
apply Hie poison. 
It m ay be th at there would be no 
danger of the absorption of any’ of it 
by the potatoes, but as they’ are in­ 
tended for human food it is just as 
well to avoid all risk in the m atter. 
If a heavy rain should occur shortly 
after an application of tlie mixture, it 
should be reapplied immediately, as a 


“This am ount was gradually in­ 
creased, and the number of meals cut 
down in proportion, until a t the end 
of a m onth only three meals were 
given.

A FEMALE FILIBUSTERS??' 


D eath o f a W om an Who T ook P art 
in W alk er's R aid on Nicaragua. 
Mrs. H arriet Luckett Brady, a fe­ 
male survivor of W alker’s filibl lister* 
ing expedition to Nicaragua, 
died 
recently, says a New Orleans corres­ 
pondent iii the Baltim ore American. 
She was born iii New Orleans sixty- 
one years ago, and 
married 
Col. 
Philip R. Thom pson, a t one time of 
the regular arm y, whom she accom­ 
panied to Nicaragua, he being then 
adjutant-general on W alker’s staff. 
With him his wife participated in the 
aeries of b attles fought by the Ameri­ 
cans, and 
witnessed 
the resulting 
overthrow of the Nicaraguan govern­ 
ment. 
When Gen. W alker reorganized 
the adm inistration, 
becoming com­ 
mander-in-chief of the army, lier hus­ 
band became one of his m ost trusted 
counselors, and she herself was asso­ 
ciated with him as adviser. During 
the 
war 
which 
followed between 
Nicaragua and tho republic of Costa 
Rica Mrs. Thom pson was exposed to 
every possible danger. Her husband oc­ 
cupied a camp on the River Sarapa- 
qui, which was surprised by theenemy’ 
and the colonel was taken prisoner. 
Confined in the prison of a town near 
by, where he was joined by his faithful 
wife, and with her aid; effected his es­ 
cape. During the seig4 of the Rivas 
Mrs. Thom pson endured the extrem­ 
ity of hardships. 
She was present a t 
m any of the assaults, and encouraged 
the troops to renewed exertions by 
the calm intrepidity’ which she dis­ 
played under fire. 
When cholera des­ 
olated the beleaguered city she nursed 
the sick in the hospitals and exerted 
herself in every’ way to keep up the 
spirits of the garrison. 
Her exertions 
were so im po rtant th a t Walker, in 
the volume in which he relates the 
story’ of the days. takes occasion 
to praise them. J u s t prior to the 
last a tta c k m any of the women in 
Rivas were allowed'by theenemy’ to 
leave the devoted town, but Mrs. 
T hom pson remained with her friends. 
When Walker at last was driven to 
surrender, in April, 1857, she and her 
husband accompanied him to the Bt. 
Mary and on 
th a t 
vessel returned 
with him to the United States. 
She 
lost lier husband, Col. Thompson, 
soon after returning to New Orleans. 
Mrs. Thom pson afterward married 
Maj. Andrew Brady, also a survivor 
of the filibustering expedition. 
Maj. 
Brady entered the confederacy’, and 
was desperately’ wounded a t Chancel- 
iorsville. 
His dauntless wife imme­ 
diately went to the front and nursed 
him back to health. 
Since the last 
war she has resided in New Orleans, 
where lier home was one of tile love­ 
liest 
and 
m ost 
hospitable. 
Maj. 
Brady’ died in 1888.

Even if a legislature dares to question 
or protest it is quickly frightened into 
acquiescing by an ’ alarming report 
from the minister for war. Til us the 
military’ class controls government 
an d has laws passed to suit itself, and 
prevent all atte m p ts to cut down or 
to abolish its powers. 
It intimidates

B e a n s F or M ark et. 
A yellow-podded bean sells more 
rapidly than a green pod, and in some 
m arkets the green pods finds no sale. 
The busy’ m arket gardener does not 
w ant to plant largely of any bean re­ 
quiring support, nor too m any va­ 
rieties of any one kind of vegetable. 
After finding out what the m arket 
requires one can plant the same v ari­ 
eties a t intervals of two weeks apart, 
for a succession. The dwarf kidney 
wax m akes one of the best table snap 
beans; the pods are white, stringless, 
and brittle, and on a mellow, gravelly 
or sandy soil they will not rust, while 
with us the black seeded variety ru st­ 
ed badly, even in a dry season, so we 
discarded them altogether and raise 
only the dwarf kidney wax. They 
are a small, kidneyshaped bean with 
two shades of purple spots on a white 
ground. 
In planting but one variety we save 
our own seed and they are always 
pure, never mixing with other kinds; 
but when a gardener raises his own 
seed, one row should be planted early 
au d left only for seed, no pods picked 


in weight a total of five ounces during 
the first period, and a to tal of two 
ounces during the second, a change in 
weight of little consequence and one 
th a t might have occurred at any time 
within a few hours. 
“The feeding of oyster shells during 
the laying season, where they can be 
cheaply obtained, is recommended. 
| One pound will contain lime enough 
j for tin shells of abou t seven dozens of 
j eggs. Fine gravel containing limestone 
j will probably as well supply the defic­ 
iency of lime existing in most foods, 
but the use of some sharper gr it with 
it may be of adantoge. 
“ Long or sharp splinters of glass or 
dry’ bone should be avoided. The size 
of particles of grit had, for hens, bet­ 
ter be larger than th a t of a kernel of 
wheat and should be smaller than 
th a t of a kernel of corn. An unlimited 
supply of pounded glass has been a t ­ 
tended with no bad result when the 
food and other grit available to the 
fowls contained an abundance of lime, 
but when the food was deficient in 
lime and no other grit was attainable, 
hens ate an injuriously large am ount 
of glass.” 


C orn D o e s N ot M ake B ona. 
Even Western prairie farmers 
are 
beginning to learn th a t Indian corn is 
not a well-balanced ration for hogs. 
Corn makes fat—too much of it, in fact 
—but it does not supply equally neces­ 
sary elements in the animal structure. 
It does not, for example, furnish suffi­ 
cient bone-making material. 
In some 
careful experiments made at the Wis­ 
consin Agriculture Station this fact 
was plainly shown, arid th a t if strong­ 
er bones were desired the corn must 
be supplemented by food containing 
elements of which they’ are composed. 
It w’as found th a t by feeding hone 
meal, for instance, the strength of Hie 
thigh bones could be doubled, and 
th a t hardw ood ashes nearly doubles 
the strength of the bones. 
The results of the experiments are 
summed up in the statem ent th a t preg­ 
nant sows and growing pigs should 
not have their diet restricted to corn, 
although th a t grain is exceeding val­ 
uable as a part of the ration. A variety 
of food should be provided such as 
cloY’er, blue grass, shorts, peas, oats 
and skim milk. These furnish ash 
material as well as muscle food, and 
some of them, a t least, should always 
be fed along with 
tile corn. The 
complaint of prairie 
farmers th a t 
their hogs are “ too fine iii the bone” 
would soon cease if they would sup­ 
ply their hogs with bone-making food. 
Even charred corn cobs avo better 
th an nothing.

term ill-directed skill in his rare a rt of 
propagating miniature trees and vines, 
says the St. Louis Republic. 
It is a 
well-known fact th a t both the Chinese 
and Japanese are no*t satisfied unless 
they can maim and distort both n a­ 
ture and art. This may’ be seen in the 
outlandish 
cartoons 
which 
their 
painters tu rn out as works of a rt and 
in thedeformed buildings fashioned by’ 
their architects. 
But if either may be 
said to excel in these unseemly prac­ 
tices it is surely the Japanese. 
Un­ 
like the American and the European 
gardener, who strains every* nerve to 
secure large and thrifty* plants and 
trees, the J a p loses sleep trying to de­ 
vise some plan th a t will delorm, crip­ 
ple, and stunt the growth of his tree.s 
and vines, and, as a general thing, 
when they set their minds to do a 
tiling it is usually done. The J a p a n ­ 
ese a r t of makingm inaturelandscapes 
and gardens consists chiefly’ in sta rv ­ 
ing plants so as to retard the circula­ 
tion of the sap or the life-giving juices. 
Furguson, w ho was one among the 
first of English adventures to visit 
China and Jap an, mentions the fact 
th a t he saw at Canton “a boxe about 
the bigness of ladyes snuffe-box which 
did contain a liltyl dirt and sixteen 
tiny littyl trees, i'oure of which were in 
full blow, the whole boxe, trees and 
all, so small th a t a man could put 
them 
iii 
bys 
m outh 
together.” 
Keampfer is also quoted as describ­ 
ing a trio of trees he saw in a box I 
inches broad, 4 inches long and 3 
inches deep, for which the owner ask­ 
ed the traveler the modest sum of 
$500. The three denizens of the box 
were in a bamboo, a monthly-bloom­ 
ing plum tree and a blue-leafed pine, 
all perfectly formed and seemingly en­ 
joying their dwarfed existence. 
When 
Lady H ester Wetherall visited the 
royal palaoe at the Japanese capital 
in 1880 she was shown a miniature 
pine tree growing in a lady’s silver 
thimble suspended by silken threads. 
The tree was a perfect forest monarch 
in miniature, its branches exhibiting 
not less than fifty perfect little cones.

The one all absorbing topic of con­ 
versation in the City of the Pines for 
the past week has been the preposition 
of the Northern Mill Go. and the 
Brainerd &. Northern Minnesota Rail­ 
way Co., whereby both can be secured 
for this city. 
Wherever you went, on 
the street or in the shope or stores, it. 
waa all the same, the proposition as 
published in eur last issue was being 
discussed, and nearly everyone seem­ 
ed to be of the opinion that it was 
Brainerd’« opportuaity to take a 
step 
forward to that prominence which her 
natural advantages entitle her to. 
In 
the city there is practically no o ppo si­ 
tion. all our citizens realizing that to 
accept is for the beet interest« o f the 
city, while the opposition which it wax 
first thought would be encountered in 
the co untry is fast dwindling away 
before the unanswerable arguments 
that are being presented in behalf o f 
the proposition. Indeed, so rapidly 
are the ranks o f the opposition being 
thinned out, that we firmly believ e 
by electio n day there will no t be o ne 
single precinct in the co unty that will 
return a majo rity against it.

THE MASS MSITIVO. 


The maas meeting at the o pera ho use 
last Saturday night, oalled 
to hav e 
the propesitioa read, 
explained and 
considered, was a most enthusiastic 
o ne indeed, the spacio us building be­ 
ing cro wded to its utmo st limits by 
interested citizens, no twithstanding 
the extremely inclement weather pre­ 
v ailing that night. The meeting was 
called to o rder sho rtly after 8 o 'clo ck 
by Alderman Williamso n, who pro ­ 
po sed the name o f L. P. White, Sr., 
as chairman o f the meeting, which 
met with the appro v al o f the meeting.

two co ntracts, and clo sed his remarks 
with a few arguments why th« * city 
sho uld embrace this o ppo rtunity fo r 
her adv ancement Judge W. A. Flem­ 
ing, was next called upo n fo r an ex­ 
pressio n o f o pinio n upo n the subject, 
and deliv er©« ! the mo st telling argu­ 
ments o f the ev ening in its fav o r. He 
clearly sho wed the fanners that o f the 
$6,000 a year interest o n the lio nds 
the city alo ne had to pay $4,600, o r 
o v er 
three-fo urths o f the entire 
amo unt, while the entire co unty o ut­ 
side o f the city had but o ne-fo urth to 
pay, which wo uld be returned to them 
ten-fo ld by impro v ed markets and 
added v alue to their farm pro perty by 
the gro wth o f the city. Ho co ncluded 
by assuring them that unless this 
pro po sitio n was accepted the Mill Co .

the city there ie practically ne opposi­ 
tion. all onr citizens realizing that to 
accept is for the best interests of the 
city, wbil* the opposition which it wan 
first thought woald be encountered in 
the country is fu t dwindling away 
before the unanswerable arguments 
that are being presented in behalf of 
the proposition. 
Indeed, so rapidly 
are the ranks of the opposition being 
thinned out, that we firmly believe 
by election day there will not be one 
single precinct in the county that will 
return a majority against it. 


w h a t t h e p b o j e c t m ia s m . 


Few of our citizens, we believe, 
realize the magnitude of the enter­ 
prise that the acceptance of this prop­ 
osition will bring. 
The Mill Co. binds 
itself to establish here a mill of the ca­ 
pacity of 175,000 fest of lumber in ten 
hours, or a duplicate of the mill they 
are now operating in Minneapolis. 
When run doable time, which im 
frequently the case, this mill has pro­ 
duced 400,000 feet in one day. At filch 
times the monthly pby roll of the mill 
alone is 118,000 per month, or about 
two-thirds of the monthly pay roll of 
th* N. P. company in this city, and 
when we consider that the company 
will not only pay the mill men here, 
but also the men employed on the 
railroad, both those in the operating 
department and in the shops which 
the company has bound itself to 
establish here, it can easily be seen 
that the monthly pay roll of this in ­ 
stitution will equal, if not exceed, the 
N. P. shops. 
Who would not give a 
bonus of 1100.000 to Lave another 
such an industry established here as 
the N. P. shops. 
He would be a fool, 
indeed, who rejected such a proposi­ 
tion.

The m a« meeting at the opera house 
last Saturday night, oallsd to have 
tbs propssitioa read, explained and 
considered, was a most enthusiastic 
on* indeed, the spacious building be­ 
ing crowded to its utmost limits by 
interested citizens, notwithstanding 
the extremely inclement weather pre­ 
vailing that night. 
The meeting was 
called to order shortly after 8 o'clock 
by Alderman Williamson, who pro­ 
posed the name of L. P. White, Sr., 
as chairman of the meeting, which 
met with the approval of the meeting. 
Mr. White, on taking the chair, set 
the ball rolling by stating the object 
of the meeting and the substance of 
the proposition, and then called upon 
City Attorney McClenahan, who had 
conducted the negotiations with the 
Mill Co. on the part of the city, t© ex­ 
plain the matter at length. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Clenahan then read the proposition of 
the railroad cempany. and explained 
what the substance of the contract 
with the Mill Co, would be. 
He also 
explained clearly the necessity for the 
two contracts, and closed his remarks 
with a few arguments why the city 
should embrace this opportunity for 
her advancement J udge W. A. Flem ­ 
ing, was next called upon for an ex­ 
pression of opinion upon the subject, 
and delivered the most telling argu­ 
ments of the evening in its favor. He 
clearly showed the farmers that of the 
$6 ,0 0 0 a year interest on the bonds 
the city alone had to pay $4,600, or 
over 
three-fourths 
of the 
entire 
amount, while the entire county out­ 
side of the city had but one-fourth to 
pay. which would be returned to them 
ten-fold by improved markets and 
added value to their farm property by 
the growth of the city. 
He concluded 
by assuring them that unless this 
proposition was accepted the Mill Co. 
would go to Gull River, Cass county 
will be organized, and this county 
would loose the revenue from Cass 
county, which would raise tho taxes 
twice as much as paying interest on 
these bonds. 
Bro. Stivers, of tho 
Journal, followed with a few remarks 
in favor of the proposition, showing 
that the value of the real property in 
a community depended wholly on 
the improvements made, consequently 
farms in this county would increase 
in value with all new improvements. 
At th# conclusion of Mr. Stivers’ re­ 
marks the chairman called upon any­ 
one in th© audience who so desired to 
express an opinion in regard to tho 


matter. 
Dr. Groves offered a few 
words in favor of tha scheme, and 
them moved that a committee of nine, 
one from each ward in the city and 
four from the county be appointed by 
the chair or audience, with whom the 
contract and bond for the building of 
the mill could be made on the part of 
the county. A motion was made that 
the committee be appointed by the 
audience, but as if waa 
seconded 
the chair put a motion to have the 
committee appoint®^ by the chair, 
which was declared carried. 
As this 
appeared to cause some dissatisfaction 
a new motion was made and carried 
to have the committee appointed by 
the audience. 
At this junction A. F. 
Ludwig, the Farmer’s Alliance lec­ 
turer of the county, arose in the rear 
of the hall and began to address the 
meeting. 
He was invited to take the 
platform which he did, when he began

ward towards the place among Min­ 
nesota cities that her great natural 
advantages entitle her to.

p a t c h is earnestly in favor of accept­ 
ing this offer because we believe it 
will have the effect above described. 
Brainerd is at the very gateway of 
the great pine forests of Minnesota, 
with ample })Ovver and booming fa­ 
cilities to easily handle and manu­ 
facture a large proportion of the pro­ 
duct of these forests into lumber and 
wares of commerce, and it seems pass­ 
ing strange that she lias not enjoyed 
a large proportion of this industry 
for many years. 
To manufacture a 
large portion of the vast quantities of 
timber that yearly pass by this city 
should be Brainerd’s great ambition, 
and we favor this proposition because 
we believe this is a large beginning, 
if for no other reason, although there 
are many others. 
We firmly believe 
that this is only a beginning, and in 
a short time other wood manufactur­ 
ing industries will be established 
here. 
Why should not this pine be 
manufactured here instead of being 
floated 
1(H) milles down the river? 
Mill men all concede that our boom­ 
ing prtviligos are unsurpassed, and at 
present Brainerd enjoys a freight rate 
on lumber to the markets of the south 
and west as low as any in the coun­ 
try. Taking these things into con­ 
sideration it goes without saying that 
Bramerd will in a short time be a 
great dumber manufacturing town. 
There is also vast quantities of wood 
suitable for manufacturing into pulp 
tributary to this city, and negotiations 
are now in progress for securing for 
Brainerd the largest pulp mill in the 
state. 
One industry brings another, 
and as Brainerd is eminently fitted by 
nature for those industries to locate 
in, wo favor this proposition to secure 
one as a beginning, if, as we stated 
before, for no other reason. 
But there are many other reason* 
among which we might enumerate 
the following:

The air is full of railroad projects 
now, but there is none that seems to 
promise so well for Minneapolis as 
the Brainerd & Northern Minnesota 
project outlined in the Journal a day 
or two since. 
But the whole of the 
story was not told then. 
The project 
is larger than then appeared, and if 
the heavy men back of it succeed in 
carrying out their ideas not only the 
lumber but the iron ore of the vast 
undeveloped regions to the north will 
be brought direct to Minneapolis. 
The plan as originally outlined pro­ 
vided for the building of a line north­ 
westward 
from Brainerd, skirting 
Leech Lake, Red Lake and tapping 
the upper Red river country. 
But it 
now transpires that this is only part 
of the plan. 
It is proposed to build a 
spur in a northeasterly direction, 
leaving the main line at some point 
not far north of Brainerd that shall 
tap the Mesaba range. 
This would 
probably take in, via Grand Rapids 
or some point on the Great Bend of 
the upper Mississippi, the whole new­ 
ly discovered iron country northward 
to the Rainy Lake region and the in­ 
ternational boundary. 
It will at once 
be seen that this is a vast project 
which means much for Minneapolis. 
It will make the manufacture of iron 
here not only possible and profitable, 
but almost inevitable. 
The whole 
range is filling up with mining camps, 
and the business of furnishing them 
supplies is becoming a great one. 
This will all naturally come to the 
jobbing houses of Minneapolis, for 
the city where the lumber and ore is 
marketed must becomt the base of 
supplies. 
The country which the 
new road proposes to open is now to­ 
tally without railroad facilities. 
Its 
sources, while known to be great, are 
as yet only*dimly realized, and it 
doesn’t take a very active imagination 
to picture the great volume of trade 
and raw material which will flow into 
Minneapolis in the near future over 
this road. 
Brainerd, too, will be a 
large beneficiary, as the junction 
point of the two branches of the sys­ 
tem and as the fitting out place. 
Al­ 
ready it is beginning to feel the ef­ 
fects of the deal. 
The Northern Mill 
Company has decided to remove its 
saw mill from Gull River to Brainerd, 
to which place the new road will bring 
the logs cut on the Pillsbury tracts. 
The Spectator, also of Minneapolis, 


Brainerd, to the state line, and will 
pass near Leech Lake, Red Lake and 
other important points. 
It will tra­ 
verse a rich timber, mineral and agri­ 
cultural region, and form an impor­ 
tant outlet for a wealth of products. 
The region which it will open is larg - 
ly untouched, and forms a vast em­ 
pire as yet but little known, but en 
dowed with wonderful resources and 
possibilities.

IVORY AN D COLD STATUES. 


C h r y selep h a n tin e 
S c u lp tu r e 
Re­ 
vived by a Berlin Carver of Fig­ 
ures. 
“ It may be of interest to some to 
hear th a t a fresh attem pt has been 
made to revive the Greek art of gold 
and ivory sculpture. 
An experiment 
has been made by a well-known Berlin 
sculptor to work out the hints of 
ancient writers 011 a head, which, if 
not entirely satisfactory in its whole 
effect, 
is a t least interesting, 
lie 
starts by recognizing th a t this tech­ 
nique is applicable only to religious or 
ideal art, and the head lie has created 
aims at being the latter. 
“ Unfortunately, it strikes one as 
such only in the sense that it is not 
a direct portrait, but whether or not 
portraiture is a fitting subject for 
such materials, or whether there is a t 
present any other sphere more suit­ 
able is doubtful. As to the technique, 
the whole Mesh is of ivory cut into 
thin plates, with the 
grain, 
not 
against it. Of these plates there are 
thirty-four covering the whole lle.sii 
surface. They are eight millimetres 
th i'1;, except in the case o! the nose, 
which is one solid piece, as otherwise 
the nostrils would be unmanageable, 
the same being the case with the ears. 
“The most im portant point, how­ 
ever, is the method by which ttie 
plates are fastened to each other and 
to a wooden block, w hich is solid, and 
carved to correspond exactly with the 
inner surface of the 
ivory. Small 
steel pins join each plate, the ivory 
being bored to receive them. This 
method of clamping is also used to se­ 
cure the plates to the wood. Glue, lie 
thinks, would not be strong or deli­ 
cate enough for such work; while at 
the same time by the former method 
there is less wood. 
“The whole bust is of wood, the hair 
and drapery being overlaid with thick 
gold leaf, which certainly gives a fine 
effect, especially as regards the hair. 
The eyes are of onyx, the pupils being 
painted. The eyelashes are painted 
as well as the eyebrows, and a little 
hair by the ear. 
“The effect of the last is very bad, 
as is also th at of the hard line between 
the gold hair and the Mesh, perhaps 
unavoidably due to the difficulty of 
joining the two different materials. 
The lips are tinted but not the cheeks. 
“The main difference, on tHe whole, 
between this technique and that tr a ­ 
ditionally ascribed to t He Greeks lies 
in the following facts: The ground 
work is solid wood, instead of wood 
overlaid with clay; the means of fast­ 
ening is by clamps; and the gold is far 
thinner. 
How much of the merit and 
demerit is due to the artist, and how 
much to the material and the difficul­ 
ty of pure technique, is hard to say. 
“The first impression is one of great 
pleasure, which, however seems likely 
to wear off. 
At least the interest of 
the experiment Is undeniable, and the 
comparatively great success 
of the 
sculptor, from an artistic point of 
view, encouraging. 
I might add th a t 
the bust has been bought by the Em ­ 
peror, and has attracted the interest 
of Dr. Overbeck and of Dr. Curtins 
chief among m any.”—From the A the 
na-uni. 
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War Is C o nsidered P ossib le 
and 
Even Probable at Any M om ent. 
European civilization to-day 
is 
based on the idea th a t war is not 
only an imminent possibility, and a 
great 
class 
in every country has 
been trained to look upon blood-shed- 
ing as its proper vocation. The great 
prizes are reserved for soldiers; honors, 
fame, position, and the monarch's fa­ 
vor go to the sons of Mars. The mili­ 
tary, budget exceeds—many t imes over 
does it exceed—the appropriations 
for public instructions. The salary of 
a colonel is earned by but few profes­ 
sors, writes \V. E. Thayer in the Fornm. 
The cost of the powder and shot w a st­ 
ed in Europe between any dawn and 
dusk would probably pay the running 
expenses of ali her public hospitals. 
In each government, whether it be 
constitutional or autocratic, the army 
may with truth be said to direct legis­ 
lation, for the legislatures willingly 
or unwillingly vote the appropriation 
demanded by the war department. 
Even if a legislature dares to question 
or protest it is quickly frightened into 
acquiescing by a n ’ alarming report 
from the minister for war. Thus the 
military class controls government 
and has laws passed to suit itself, and 
prevent all attem pts to cut down or 
to abolish its powers. 
It intimidates 
the state not less really, though less 
openly, than the pretorian guard in­ 
timidated old Rome. 
Kings and min­ 
isters do indeed assure the public 
th a t they chielly endeavor and desire 
to preserve peace, but in the next 
breath they call for larger funds and 
more recruits. Kaisers meet and kiss 
each other on both cheeks; they extol 
the sweetness of brotherly love; they 
attend each other’s grand maneuvers, 
and then they increase the garrisons 
along their respective frontiers. A 
strange method this for testifying to 
their peaceable intentions! 


C hine se Can Sleep. 
In the item of sleep the Chinese es­ 
tablishes the same difference between 
himself and the Occidental. General­ 
ly speaking, lie is able to sleep any­ 
where. None of the trifling disturb­ 
ances which drive us to despair an ­ 
noy him. 
With a brick for a pillow, 
he can lie dow n on bis bed ofstulks or 
mud bricks or ra tta n and sleep the 
sleep of the just, with no reference to 
the rest of creation. 
He does not 
want his room darkened, nor does he 
require others to be still. The “infant 
crying in the night” may continue to 
cry for all he cares, for it does not dis­ 
turb him. In some regions, the entire 
population seem to fall asleep, as by 
a common instinct (like th a t of the hi­ 
bernating bear) during the first two 
hours of summer afternoons, and they 
do this with regularity, no m atter 
where they m ay be. 
At two hours af­ 
ter noon the universe a t such seasons 
is as still as tw’O hours after midnight. 
In the case of most working people at 
least, and also in th a t of many others, 
position in gleep is of no sort of conse­ 
quence. It would be easy to raise in 
Chinese an arm y of a million men— 
nay, of ten millions—tested by com­ 
petitive examination as to their capac­ 
ity to go to sleep across three-wheel 
barrow's, with head downward, like a 
spider, their mouths wide open and e 
My inside.—“Chinese Characteristics,” 
by A. H. Smith.

H o w to Deal With t h s T r o u b le s o m e 
P o ta t o Rot. 
P o ta to rot is one of the most diffi­ 
cult disorders with which farmers have 
to deal. No way of absolutely pre­ 
venting its ravages has yet been dis­ 
covered. Do what he will, the potato 
grower must expect some loss, espec­ 
ially in seasons favorable to the de­ 
velopment of the disease. Neverthe­ 
less, there are some things which may 
be done to mitigate the severity of the 
attack. 
For one thing, good cultivation will 
be found of great value as a preven­ 
tive measure. Frequent stirring of 
the soil and keeping the weeds down 
will enabla tho young plants to make 
a vigorous growth and thus be better 
prepared to resist the attack of the 
disease. The same law governs in 
plant as in animal life. A man with a 
torpid liver is less able to cope with 
the assault of fever than one in perfect 
health, so if the p o tato plant is en­ 
feebled by the growth of robber weeds 
and st ifled by encrustation of the sur­ 
face soil it is in ill-condition to meet 
so formidable an enemy as the rot. 
Yet even the thriftiest growth will not 
serve as an absolute preventive. It is, 
however, of great importance to se­ 
cure such a growth as a means of les­ 
sening the danger. 
When the disease does appear the 
grower should be prepared lor an act­ 
ive campaign. 
He must begin to 
spray the vines at once with the so- 
called Bordeaux mixture, ami the 
work must be thoroughly done and 
repeated a* often as necessary up to 
about the middle of July. 
The usual prescription for making 
the Bordeaux mixture is as follows: 
Dissolve six pounds of sulphate of 
copper, blue vitriol, in sixteen gallons 
of water. Blake four pounds of fresh 
lime in six gallons of water, and when 
the lime is cold pour it into the 
copper 
solution 
and 
stir 
the 
mixture 
thoroughly. 
It 
there 
are bugs 011 the vines, the addition of 
Paris green or London purple will 
serve to dispose of them a t the same 
t ime. 
Care should be taken in spraying to 
reach the under as well as the upi>er 
sides of the vines and leaves. The 
date of the first application cannot, 
of course, he definitely indicated. The 
appearance of the rot will depend en­ 
tirely on the thrift of the plants and 
the character of the weather. 
It 
should l>e watched for carefully, and 
on the first indication of its presence 
the preventive work should begin. 
From that time on the vines will pro­ 
bably need to be sprayed a t intervals 
of about ten days, until the tubers 
arc so large th at it is no longer safe to 
apply the poison. 
It may be that there would be no 
danger of the absorption of any of it 
by the potatoes, but as they are in­ 
tended for human food it is just as 
well to avoid all risk in the m atter. 
If a heavy rain should occur shortly 
after an application of the mixture, it 
should be reapplied immediately, as a 
large part of it will lie washed off, and 
it is important to keep the mixture 
actively at work so long ns it is need­ 
ed. 
By these means it is reasonably cer­ 
tain that even in bad years a fair 
crop of potatoes may be secured.

B e a n s For Market. 
A yellow-podded bean sells more 
rapidly than a green pod, and in some 
m arkets the green pods finds 110 sale. 
The busy market gardener does not 
wmit to plant largely of any bean re­ 
quiring support, nor too many va­ 
rieties of any one kind of vegetable. 
After finding out what the market 
requires one can plant the same vari­ 
eties at intervals of two weeks apart, 
for a succession. The dwarf kidney 
wax makes one of the best table snap 
beans; the pods are white, stringless, 
and brittle, and on a mellow, gravelly 
or sandy soil they will not rust, while 
with us the black seeded variety rust­ 
ed badly, even in a dry season, so we 
discarded them altogether and raise 
only the dwarf kidney wax. They 
are a small, kidney-shaped bean with 
two shades of purple spots on a white 
ground. 
In planting but one variety wesave 
our own seed and they are always 
pure, never mixing with other kinds; 
but when a gardener raises his own 
seed, one row should be planted early 
and left only for seed, 110 pods picked 


for market nor for any other purpose, 
for if beans are picked from vines that 
are intended for seed the next year s 
supply will be w orthless and the beans 
will run out. All pods not sold can be 
utilized 
in 
different 
ways. 
They 
make excellent pickles if throw n into 
salt water, scalded, put into cans, 
and strong hot vinegar poured over 
and the cans sealed. They make an 
excellent winter dish after they are 
preserved in jars with a weak brine 
poured over. A little clear water 
poured over them half an hourbefore 
needed, will be sufficient to extract 
thesalt, and then boil with a piece of 
meat. They are a necessary addition 
to mixed pickles in the fall and for 
this purpose they must be planted 
the first of July; if planted earlier the 
supply wil Jbe exhausted before the 
demand for pickles, for these are not 
called for until late autum n.—A writer 
in Ohio Fanner. 


Raisins Colts by Hand. 
4 
Some very famous horses have been 
brought up by hand on cow’s milk. 
Probably the most noted of such 
w’as George Wilkes. It sometimes be­ 
comes a 
necessity 
to adopt this 
method of raising them owing to 
the death of the dam. 
By taking a 
foal from its dam when very young, 
and bringing it up by hand, the milk 
of the mare can be dried and she can 
be trained for the track the same 
season she raises a a foal. There is 
often a great advantage in this, par­ 
ticularly in the case of very valuable 
mares. 
A correspondent of an exchange, 
who lias had some experience in this 
business, gives his method as follows: 
“ In the case of a colt only three 
weeks old which it was found necessary 
to raise by harul, fresh cows milk was 
fed. a t first diluted about one fourth 
with water and 
sweetened a t the 
rate of one tablespoonful of sugar to 
the quart of milk. 
“ It was difficult to got the little 
fellow started to drinking; or rather 
it was started to sucking, for the 
finger 
was used 
during the first 
month. 
In two or three days, how­ 
ever, he took milk with a relish, and 
for the first couple of weeks was fed 
a t 4:30 and 10 a. in. and at 12:30, 3, 
0, and 0 p. in.; a pint or less being 
given at the start. 
"This am ount was gradually in­ 
creased, and the number of meais cut 
down in proportion, until at the end 
of a month only three meals were 
given. The little fellow soon began to 
eat oats, and was given all he wanted 
from the start, with a little oil meal 
added. The milk was not difluted or 
sweetened after the first month. 
“After it got used to its new diet 
this colt grew right along, and is as 
good a colt as any of the others of the 
same age th a t sucked. The colt did 
nicely, and seemed healthy all the 
time, the oil meal feed having the 
same effect as flaxseed. 
He almost 
got into the disgust ingbabit of sucking 
wind before I noticed it, from being 
alone in a staff, but was immediately 
turned with 
other colts into the 
pasture, and having company to piny 
with and something to eat always be­ 
fore him, stopped the 
wind-sucking 
before the ha hit became fixed. 
K e e p 
a flose watch on the bowels and have 
colic medicine 
handy.” — A merit 
Horse Breeder.

O yster Shells. 
The New York experiment station 
has been experimenting in feeding oys­ 
ter shells, with the following conclu 
sions: 
“The difference is so great th a t no 
other conclusion seems possible than 
th a t the egg shells were constructed 
from material supplied in large part 
by the oyster shells. These liens lost 
in weight a total of five ounces during 
the first period, and a total of two 
ounces during the second, a change in 
weight of little consequence and one 
th a t might have occurred at any time 
within a few hours. 
“The feeding of oyster shells during 
the laving season, where they can be 
cheaply obtained, is recommended. 
One pound will contain lime enough 
for the shells of about seven dozens of 
eggs. Fine gravel containing limestone 
will probably as well supply the defic­ 
iency of lime existing in most foods, 
but the use of some sharper grit with 
it may be of adautage. 
“Ix)ng or sharp splinters of class or 
dry bone should be avoided. The size 
of particles of grit had, for hens, bet­ 
ter be larger than t hat of a kernel of 
wheat and should be smaller than 
th at of a kernel of corn. An unlimited 
supply of pounded glass has been a t ­ 
tended with no bad result when tho 
food and other grit available to the 
fowls contained an abundance of lime, 
but when tlie food was deficient in 
lime and no other grit was attainable, 
hens ate an injuriously large amount 
of glass.” 
Corn D o es Not Make Bona. 
Even Western prairie farmers are 
beginning to learn th a t Indian corn is 
not a well-balanced ration for hogs. 
Corn makes fat—too much of it, in fact 
—but it does not supply equally neces­ 
sary elements in the animal structure. 
It does not, for example, furnish suffi­ 
cient bone-macing material. 
In some 
careful experiments made at the Wis­ 
consin Agriculture Station this fact 
was plainly shown, and th at if strong­ 
er bones were desired the corn must 
be supplemented by food containing 
elements of which they are composed. 
It wi>.8 found th at by feeding bone 
meal, for instance, the strength of the 
thigh bones could be doubled, and 
th a t hardwood ashes nearly doubles 
the strength of the bones. 
The results of the experiments are 
summed up in the statem ent th a t preg­ 
nant sows and growing pigs should 
not have their diet restricted to corn, 
although th a t grain is exceeding val­ 
uable as a part of the ration. A variety 
of food should be provided such as 
clover, blue grass, shorts, peas, oats 
and skim milk. These furnish ash 
material as well as muscle food, and 
some of them, a t least, should always 
be fed along with 
tiie corn. The 
complaint of prairie 
farmers th a t 
their hogs are “too fine in the bone” 
would soon cease if they would sup­ 
ply their hogs with bone-making food. 
Even charred corn cobs are better 
than nothing. 


Colt's Feet. 
Keep sharp watch of the feet of the 
colts. Have them rasped or pared as 
often as once a month and be sure 
that they are leveled so th a t the 
coronet on each side of the heels will 
be a t the same distance from the 
bottom of the hoof. See th at the toes 
are not allowed to become too long. 
It pays to look after these little 
things. Neglecting to 
do so may 
result in ruining a valuable youngster 
for life.—American Horse Breeder. 


Feed Plenty of Salt, 
Animals with plenty of salt are 
livelier, stronger and more 
able to 
resist disease. Their digestion is bet­ 
ter, and they can exist 011 fodder that 
otherwise might 
be 
injurious 
to 
health. Moreover, with assistance of 
salt they can extract more nourish­ 
ment from a given quantity of fodder, 
since the Mow of the digestive liquids 
is more copious. Hence it is of spec­ 
ial importance with foods difficult to 
digest, since the latter may readi13’ 
produce disturbances in the digestive 
process, and be a cause of sickness. 
Their flesh is said to be harder and 
firmer, and the functions of the organ­ 
ism are more regular.______ 
A Q u estio n of Dinner Time*. 
A cardinal who commanded the 
troops of Pope Boniface IX. in the 
march of Ancona, finding himself on 
one occasion in a position where he 
must conquer or dio, promised his 
soldiers that if they secured the vic­ 
tory those who fell should dine th a t 
very 
day with the angels. They 
marched to the combat with alacrity, 
but finding th a t the cardinal wascare- 
ful not to expose himself, “How is it,” 
said one of them, th a t you show no 
a n x ie t y for the celestial banquet to 
which you have invited us so warm 
ly?”

A FEMALE FILIBUSTERS*, 


Death of a W om an Who T o o k Part 
in Walker's Raid on Nicaragua. 
Mrs. Harriet Duckett Brady, a fe­ 
male survivor of Walker’s filibluster- 
Ing expedition to Nicaragua, 
died 
recently, says a New Orleans corres­ 
pondent in the Baltimore American, 
-die was born in New Orleans sixty- 
one years ago, and 
married 
Col. 
Philip R. Thompson, at one time of 
the regular army, whom she acconi- 
[ anied to Nicaragua, he being then 
adjutant-general 011 Walker’s staff. 
With him his wife participated in the 
series of battles fought by the Ameri­ 
cans, and 
witnessed 
the resulting 
overthrow of the Nicaraguan govern­ 
ment. When Gen. Walker reorganized 
the administration, 
becoming com­ 
mander-in-chief of the army, her hus­ 
band became one of his most trusted 
counselors, and she herself was asso­ 
ciated with him a3 adviser. During 
the 
war 
which 
followed between 
Nicaragua and tho republic of Costa 
Rica Mrs. Thompson was exposed to 
every possible danger. Her husband oc­ 
cupied a camp on the River Sarapa- 
qui, which was surprised by theenemy 
and tho colonel was taken prisoner. 
Confined in the prison oj a town near 
by, where he was joinetTby his faithful 
wife, and with her aid; effected his es­ 
cape. During tlie seige of the Rivas 
Mrs. Thompson endured the extrem­ 
ity of hardships. She was present at 
many of the assaults, and encouraged 
the troops to renewed exertions by 
the calm intrepidity which she dis­ 
played under fire. When cholera des­ 
olated the beleaguered city she nursed 
the sick in the hospitals and exerted 
herself in every way to keep up the 
spirits of the garrison. Her exertions 
were so im portant th a t Walker, in 
the volume in which he relates the 
story of the days, takes occasion 
to praise them. Just prior to the 
last attack many of the women in 
Rivas were alio wed1 by theenemy to 
leave the devoted town, but Mrs. 
Thompson remained with her friends. 
When Walker at last was driven to 
surrender, in April, 1857, she and her 
husband accompanied him to the St. 
Mary and on th a t vessel returned 
with him to the United States. 
She 
lost her husband, Col. Thompson, 
soon after returning to New Orleans. 
Mrs. Thompson afterward married 
Maj. Andrew Brady, also a survivor 
of tiie filibustering expedition. Maj. 
Brady entered the confederacy, and 
was desperately wounded a t Chaneel- 
lorsville. 
His dauntless wife imme­ 
diately went to the front and nursed 
him back to health. Since the last 
war she has resided in New Orleans, 
where her home was one of tiie love­ 
liest 
and 
most 
hospitable. Maj. 
Brady died in 1888.

The A ud ie nce of T w e lv e Shot 
out 
t he Lamps. 
“ The smallest and most unapprec­ 
iative 
audience I ever saw,” said 
Tagliapietra, the baritone, “ was in 
Marshall, Tex; fourteen 
or fifteen 
years 
ago. It 
consisted 
solely of 
twelve cowboys, and they stayed in 
the house just two minutes. At the 
end of th a t time 
they showed their 
want 
of approval by shooting out 
the footlights and leaving the hall. 
The stage was a rude platform at one 
end, raided on horses 
so th a t one 
could see clear under it. 
Not more 
than four or five people could go on 
at once, but we had to have the $300, 
and I decided to give the show. Tasked 
Major Gumming, the manager, if he 
had any scenery, and he replied with 
great dignity th at lie most certainly 
had. When we came around a t night 
I was dumfounded 
by discovering 
th a t the scenery consisted of common 
sheets tacked up at the rear and sides 
of the stage. There was no curtain, 
and a dozen kerosene oil lamps served 
ns footlights. There was no use kick­ 
ing, so we got ready to produce ‘La 
F av o rita’ under these 
conditions. 
“'I here was not a soul in thehousewhen 
we commenced, but we were told the 
audience was across the street getting 
a drink, and would come over after 
we got to work. In a few minutes they 
came—twelve tall, lank looking cow­ 
boys. 
with their 
trousers in their 
boots, 
broad sombreros, 
clanking 
spurs, pistols in their belts and a lan­ 
tern in the right hand of each m an— 
stalked noisily in, and sat down on 
the frame 
benches. 
Poor 
Litta, 
who was on the stage, nearly fainted, 
so I 
hastened on the first chorus 
and rushed as many people on the 
stage as we could. The 
rest stood 
around on the floor. The cowboys 
listened patiently until they could 
make themselves heard, 
when the 
leader sang out: 
“ Say, Munchor, ain’t there no legs 
in this show?” 
“ I replied very deferentially th at we 
were wedded to music, and th at 
Tagliapietra’s Grand Italian Opera 
Company was not a leg show. A look 
of great disgust spread 
over 
tho 
leader’s face as he said: 
‘“Thunder! Boys, let’s mosey,’ and, 
drawing out his pistol, shot out the 
lamp nearest without sjiillinga drop of 
oil. Each man followed suit, till the 
lights were all extinguished; 
then 
gravely picked up their lanterns and 
courteously invited us all over to 
take a drink. 
They stalked out as 
gravely and silently as they came in.'

H o w th e J a p a n e s e G ardeners Make 
Miniature 
Gardens 
and 
Land­ 
s c a p e s . 
The Japanese horticulturist shows 
wonderful 
patience, 
coupled with 
what we practical Americans would 
term ill-directed skill in his rare art of 
propagat ing miniature trees and vines, 
says the St. Louis Republic. It is a 
well-known fact th a t both the Chinese 
and Japanese arc 110’t satisfied unless 
they can maim and distort both na­ 
ture and art. This may be seen in the 
outlandish 
cartoons 
which 
their 
painters turn out as works of art and 
in thedeformed buildings fashioned by 
their architects. But if either may be 
said to excel in these unseemly prac­ 
tices it is surely the Japanese. Un­ 
like the American and the European 
gardener, who strains every nerve to 
secure large and thrifty plants and 
trees, the Jap loses sleep trying to de­ 
vise some plan that will delorm, crip­ 
ple, and stunt the growth of his trees 
and vines, and, as a general thing, 
when they set their minds to do a 
thing it is usually done. The J a p a n ­ 
ese a rt of makingminaturelandscapes 
aud gardens consists chiefly in starv­ 
ing plants so as to retard the circula­ 
tion of the sap or the life-giving juices. 
Furguson, who was one among tho 
first of English adventures to visit 
China and Japan, mentions the fact 
th at he saw at Canton “a boxe about 
the Bigness of ladyes snuffe-box which 
did contain a littyl dirt and sixteen 
tiny littyl trees, foure of which were in 
full blow, the whole boxe, trees and 
all, so small th a t a nmn could put 
them 
in 
liys 
mouth 
together.” 
Keampfer is also quoted as describ­ 
ing a trio of trees he saw in a box 1K 
inches broad, 4 inches long and 3 
inches deep, for which the owner ask­ 
ed the traveler the modest sum of 
$500. The three denizens of the box 
were in a bamboo, a monthly-bloom­ 
ing plum tree and a blue-leafed pine, 
all perfectly formed and seemingly en­ 
joying their dwarfed existence. 
When 
Lady Hester Wetherall visited the 
royal palaoe a t the Japanese capital 
in 1886 she was shown a miniature 
pine tree growing in a lady’s silver 
thimble suspended by silken threads. 
The tree was a perfect forest monarch 
in miniature, its branches exhibiting 
not less than fifty perfect little cones.

Is He Lost or Drowned! 
About Sunday noon, Leopold Pepin, 
an 8-year-old son of Paul Pepin, who 
lives on Rosewood street, between 
F ifth and Sixth, in com pany with 
four other little boys, was playing on 
a raft on the shore of Boom Lake 
near J. J. Howe & Co.’s mill.
